-.  Japan’a' Adherence, . 

It it-were not for man’s proven 
capacity to do good, ona might 
believe the most. oxtraordinary 
thing in the world was his 
readiness to think avil, saya the 
Christian Sedente Nanitor, com- 
menting on a recent “naws™ item. 
Agenuinely great conference of 
the Great Powera was lately held 
at Washington. After extended 
and detailed debate, with solema 
formality and widest pablicity, 
certain treaties were signed and 
sealed. Of tho four parties con- 
tracting in the central document, 
tha so called Four-Power Pact, 
having to do with very con- 
siderable reductions of nava}!: 
armaments, the United Sates and 
Japan have slready ratified. 
Almost concurrently with that 
welcome action came a report 
that Tokyo's Admiralty is, to all 
intants, violating the Nation's 
pledge. lt wasnot an aitack ou 
Japanese gocd faith generally, set 
forth in indefinite terms, but the 
specific statement advanced. by a 
New York City journal of exten- 
sive circulatioc, thatthe Mikado's 
Government were both pianning 
and actually building so large o 
number of fighing craft, of types 
not directly restricted by the 
treaty, that they were at once 
ignoring national aonour and 
menacing the peace of the Pacific.
